In a circular distributed 
to all Community Colleges in Jordan, die ministry requested the 
colleges to stop issuing statements about the possibility of con- 
verting some colleges into privately-owned universities, either by 
advertising in the press or through personal contacts and int- 
erviews with students or through any other mass media. The 
circular also stressed that such an issue should be avoided when 
advertising about commencement of registration at any college. A 
number of privately-owned Community Colleges have recently 
resorted to mis method for attracting larger numbers of students, 
die sources added.

AMMAN — His Majesty King Hnssein and 
Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat on Sat- 
urday held talks here amid reports that the 
U.S. administration was pressing hard to 
hold a meeting with a joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation as preliminary dia- 
logue before broader Middle East peace neg- 
otiations. 


King Hussein and Mr. Arafat, 
chai rman of foe Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO), 
made a “comprehensive review of 
foe current Arab situation, dev- 
elopments in foe Palestinian arena 
and Jordanian-PLO coordination 
and further joint moves within foe 
framework of the Feb. 11 
Jordan-PLO agreement,” foe 
Jordan News Agency, Petra, rep- 
orted. It did not give more details. 

In another development Mr. 
Arafat said Saturday the PLO had 
sent urgent messages to UN. 
Secretary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar and foe Arab League on 
Lebanese militia attacks on Pal- 
estinian refugee camps in Leb- 
anon. 

He told Petra on his arrival in 
Amman that foe matter would be 
discussed by the Arab League 
within the next few days.

Commenting on the situation in 
foe occupied territories and the 
new Israeli campaign against the 
Palestinians there, Mr. Arafat said 
Israel is exercising an iron -fist pol- 
icy. 

Concerning foe outcome of his 
talks in Cairo last week, Mr. Ara- 
fat said he discussed with foe Egy- 
ptian officials various subjects 
dealing with foe Palestine cause, 
Arab solidarity, clearing of Arab 
atmospheres, in addition to other 
subjects of mutual concern, par- 
ticularly m the fields of education 
and residence. He described these 
talks as constructive and enc- 
ouraging. 

King Hussein’s talks on Sat- 
urday with Mr. Arafat which were 
attended by high-level delegations 
from both sides, coincided with a 
statement by Israeli Economy 
Minister Yitfoak-Modaf that- the 
U.S. attitude towards foe PLO is 
undergoing a change as part of 


American moves for Middle East 
peace talks.

Death toll mounts in continuing 
assault on Bourj A1 Barajneh 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Mil- 
itiamen of foe Shfite Amal mov- 
ement on Saturday pounded a 
Palestinian refugee camp in Beirut 
for foe fifth day ami d charges that 
a group of mmtimea killed una- 
rmed Palestinian civilians in rev- 
enge for the death of a comrade. 

Leaders of Amal said a mas- 
sacre charge made against its men 
Friday nigh t by the Democratic 
Front for the Liberation of Phl- 
estine (DFLP) was true, although * 
it was not possible to verify foe 
number of victims. The DFLP said 
44 Palestinian civilians were kil- 
led. 

Police said 14 people were kil- 
led and 43 wounded Friday in fig- 
hting for control of Bourj Al Bar- 
ajneh camp. This raised foe toll in 
the five-day-old war to at least 33 


killed and 158 wounded. 

Police said the count did not inc- 
lude Palestmian casualties inside 
the shantytown, usually home for 
some 35,000 refugees. 

Many families have fled foe 
camp on Beirut’s southern edge 
since fighting broke out Tuesday. 

Squads of fighters from each 
side battled with machine guns 
and 106 mm and 75mm recoilless 
rifles in foe northeast comer of the 
sprawling- camp. The founder 
boomed oat, sending thousands of 
civilians in and around the camp to 
basements. 

Armoured personnel camera 
loadt <^'Tth Amal fighters took up 
position around foe camps. 
Heavy anti-airaaftguns mounted 
on trucks hit deep inside the camp 
with long bursts. The streets were 


carpeted with thousands of car- 
triage cases. 

The latest offensive against 
Bourj Al Barajneh marked a res- 
umption of a five-week war in 
May and June. 

Bourj Al Barajneh was foe only 
one of Beirut’s three refugee 
camps to bold out in the previous 
battle which ended when Syria 
arranged a ceasefire accord June 
19. 

Police officials manning che- 
ckpoints near foe camp sard foe 
Palestmians have an estimated 
ZJOOstroag force entrenched in 
foe camp. 

They put up a strong defence,

Mass 
violence 
erupts in 
S.Africa 

CAPE TOWN (R) - Thousands 
of South African blades rampaged 
through foe streets of Guguletu 
townships near Cape Town on 
Saturday after burying 10 ' victims 
of previous unrest, police said. 

The funeral, attended by 
lO.OOOmourners, had passed pea- 
cefully but mass violence erupted 
as the crowd was dispersing, a 
spokesman said. 

Protesters buried petrol bombs 
and stones at large military and 
police contingents, which fired 
shotguns, rubber bullets and tea- 
rgas, foe spokesman said, adding 
he had no immediate reports of 
casnalties. 

Earlier during the funeral, mon- 
mere reaffirmed support for jailed 
nationalist leader Nelson Man- 
dela, whose health, has been foe 
focus of intense speculation since 
foe white authorities said be was 
•examined by a urologist on Thu- 
rsday. 

Police said protesters in Gug- 
aleta on Saturday placed burning 
barricades across township roads.

Karami urges Syrian 
army role in Beirut 


BEIRUT (R) — Prime Minis ter 
Rashid Karami called on Saturday 
for Syrian troops to impose order 
in west Beirut after the latest out- 
break of militia fighting this week 
in the Lebanese capital’s 
Muslim-dominated sector. 

Speaking after emergency talks 
with moderate Muslim leaders 
angered by uncontrolled street 
figh ting on Thursday between 
ShTite and Progressive Socialist 
Party (PSP) militias, Mr. Karami 
said an effective force was needed 
to implement security measures in 
west Beirut 

“I consider that there is no force 
that can cany this out except the 
Syrian force ” he said. “We hope 

dnswfll be seriously considered so 

that agreement can be reached on 
arrangements and terms..." 

Mr. Karami made the call after 
emergency tails with Parliament 
Speaker Hussein Hussemi, Edu- 
cation Minister Selim Hess and 
Defence Minister Adel Osseiran. 
The four leaders decided to sod 
Mr. Hess to Damascus to press 
their proposals with foe Syrian 
government. 

, They also urged PSP leader 
Walid Junblatt and ShTite chief 
Nabih Bern, both of whom are 
government ministers, to wit- 
hdraw their men from west Beirut 
immediately. 


Mr. Karami said his call for Syr- 
ian troops was prompted by foe 
failure of foe Amal and PSP mil- 
itias to respect an agreement on 
restoring older in west Beirut that 
was reached at a Damascus con- 
ference in July in which their lea- 
ders participated. 

Syria sent 35 military observers 
to Beirut to help implement foe 
plan, but Mr. Kaarami said: 
“Unfortunately, the basic part of 
these agreements was not carried 
out, foe part concerning foe wit- 
hdrawal of gunmen and defmitiye 
closure erf (militia) offices. - 
“I must say frankly, jve must 
have an effective force that is able 
to ensure and guarantee the imp- 
lementation of what js agreed 
upon,” he added. • 

The Damascus plan, , imp- 
fomented on July 16, briefly cle- 
ared gunmen from the streets and 
halted Amal-PSP battles that had 
coincided with a bloody five-week 
Amal siege of Palestinian camps 
on foe southern edge of foe city. 

Amal-PSP* clashes erupted

West Bank curfews remain; Levy 
threatens more ‘aggressive’ action 

U.S. objects to U.N. condemnation of Israel 


OCCUPIED WEST BANK 
(Agencies) — Israeli-imposed 
curfews remained in force m foe 
West Bank town of Hebron and 
Gaza City on Saturday and Israeli 
Chief of Staff General Moshe 
Levy threatened to act “swiftly 
and aggressively’’ to put down fur- 
ther anti-Israeli resistance attacks. 

Reports from Hebron and Gaza 
said Saturday foe town’s residents 
were facing extremely difficult liv- 
ing conditions because of foe cur- 
fews andfood stocks were running 
out fast.. The curfew .bans any 
Arab from entering or leaving the 
towns. Reports also said residents 
were feeing water shortages. 

The Israeli occupation aut- 
horities imposed the curfew after a 
soldier was killed and another 
wounded in an attack in Hebron 
last week and an Israeli driver was 
attacked ip Gaza on Thursday. 
The Israeli army on Friday des- 
troyed (he homes at two Pal- 


estinians in foe Rafah owy near 
.Gaza, who were suspected of car- 
rying out the Gaza attack. 

Four attacks on Israelis in the 
last six days, two bombings in Jer- 
usalem and foe attack in Hebron 
and Gaza, have killed one soldier 
and wounded nine. One of foe 
wounded was a man witnesses said 
tried to plant an explosive in a Jer- 
usalem market on Friday before it 
blew up. 

A military source told the AP 
troops had “stepped up their pre- 
sence” in the occupied areas fol- 
lowing a wave of attacks that have 
killed at least 13 Israelis this year. 

“If necessary foe forces will act 
swiftly and aggressively,” to dis- 
perse any disruptions, foe Israeli 
army quoted Gen. Levy as sayihg 
during a tour of Gaza. Nablus and 
Ramallah 

Gen. Levy’s remarks were seen 
as an attempt to appease leaders 
of 45,000 Jewish settlers in (he 


West Bank and Gaza, who have 
launched armed street patrols in 
foe Palestinian cities that foe gen- 
eral visited. 

Israeli Defence Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin, in an interview bro- 
adcast Saturday, said “abouthalf ’ 
foe increased anti-Israeli attacks 
were initiated locally by Pal- 
estinians. 

“We face a problem that after 
all there are 1.3 million Pal- 
estinians in foe West Hank and 
Gaza Strip under armed control”; 
he told Israel Radio. 

Mr. Rabin also contended that 
West Bank Palestinians were also 
inspired Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) leaders based 
in Amman in recent months. “No 
doubt it creates more contact, 
more influence between them.” 
Rabin said.

AMMAN — IsraeTs threat to str- 
ike at Palestinian offices in Jordan 
wfll only strengthen Jordanian- 
Palestinian unity, a senior Pal- 
estinian official said Saturday. 

Sheikh Abdul Hamid Al Saeh, 
speaker of foe Palestine National 
Council (PNC), was commenting 
on a statement by Israeli Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin last Wed- 
nesday that Palestinian “com- 
mand posts” in Jordan would not 
“enjoy immunity” and should be 
dosed down. 

“The Israeli threats are meant 
to split foe unity of the two peo- 
ples, we have no guerrilla bases in 
Jordan,” said Sheikh Saeh, who 
was elected speaker of foe 426- 
member PNC. the Palestmian par- 
liament in exile, last year. 

“What we have is a coheave 
people" who feel foe threat of foe 
Israeli entity, therefore these thr- 
eats will only produce more coh- 
esion,” he told Reuters. 

He said 57 PNC members res- 
iding in Jordan had asked the PNC 
secretariat to contact int- 
ernational bodies to expose Israeli 
practices in occupied Arab ter- 
ritories “perpetrated with Ame- 
rican assistance and which con-' 
travene all international laws.” 

Israeli officials have accused the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) and its Chairman Yasser 
Arafat of escalating armed str- 
uggle against Israeli occupation 
from what they contend are com- 
mando bases in Jordan. 

The PLO maintains rep- 
resentative, political and welfare 
Offices in A mman . 

Sheikh Saeh added: “Our bro- 
thers in foe occupied territories 
declare by every available means, 
their rejection of occupation. 

“Through the use of stones they 
say they will not give up their str- 
uggle.. until they can exercise 
their right of serf-determination- “

Iraqis hit Kharg twice in 
24 hours, attack ship in Gulf 


BAGHDAD (Agencies) — Iraq 
said Saturday its warplanes raided 
Iran’s Khaig Island oil terminal 
twice in the past 24 hours and hit a 
(“large naval target” — its normal 
term for an oil tanke r or merchant 
ship --in foe Golf. 

Military spokesman said Iraqi 
jets hit the northern Gulf oil ter- 
minal at 1700 GMT Friday night 
and again on Saturday at 0730 
GMT, dropping four tonnes of 
explosives in each raid. 

A spokesman also said Iraqi 
warplanes hit a “naval target” 
near foe Iranian coast on Saturday 
at foe same time as foe raid on 
Kharg. He gave no further details 
and there was no immediate ind- 


ependent confirmation of an att- 
ack on shipping. 

All foe aircraft involved in foe 
three actions returned safely to 
base, foe spokesman said. 

The latest raids on Kharg were 
aimed at hindering Ira ni a n efforts 
to repair damage and extinguish 
fires caused in a wave of attacks 
which began on Aug. 15, foe spo- 
kesman said. Saturday's was the 
seventh. 

The ruling Baafo Party new- 
spaper Al Thawra said Iraq would 
go oq attacking Kharg Island »nd 
other vital economic targets “unto 
foe full destruction of Iran’s eco- 
nomy and paralysis of Tehran's 
ability to continue foe war.” 


Iran says the Iraqi raids oi 
Kharg have not disrupted its oi 
ptporis, but warned on Friday.foa 
it would stop any oil leaving tin 
Gulf if its shi pmen ts were aff 
ected. 

Iraq’s First Deputy Prime Mm 
ister Taha Yassin Ramadan ha 
said the economic impact erf tin 
attacks will become evident withii 
two or three months. 

In a magazine interview rel 
eased to Reuters ahead of pub 
lfoatioQ on Sunday, he said tin 
raids were intended “to prc 
Iran exporting its oil for foe

Egyptian cabinet sworn in 

Mubarak chairs first full session 


CAIRO (Agencies) — Egypt’s new 33-member cab- 
inet under Prime Minister All Lutfi was sworn in 
Saturday and convened its first Ml session under the 
chairmanship of President Hosni Mubarak. 


The 49-year-old Lutfi a former 
finance minister and economics 
professor, took the oath first and 
stood beside Mr. Mubarak as the 
other ministers pledged “to pre- 
serve the republican system with 
sincerity, to respect the con- 
stitution and laws, to look after the 
peoples’ interest folly and pre- 
serve the' independence and ter- 
ritorial integrity of the mot- 
herland.” 

The ceremony took place at 
Kubbah Palace three days after 
the unexpected resignation of 
Prime Minister Kama! Hassan 
Ali’s government after 14 months 
in office. 

Twenty-three of the ministers, 
including those holding key por- 
tfolios of foreign affairs, defence, 
economics, finance and ofi ret- 
ained their posts in the new cab- 
inet 

Former Culture Minister Moh- 
ammad Abdul Halim Radwan was 
shifted to minister of state for par- 
liamentary affairs and the other 
members of Mr. Alt's 32-member 
cabinet were 'dropped. 

The government shakeup was 
widely seen as an effort by Mr. 


Jordan, Egypt and Israel 
to get $l,080m U.S. aid 


WASHINGTON (USIA) — U.S. 
State Department Spokesman 
Bernard Kalb announced that the 
Reagan administration has dec- 
ided to make “an initial app- 
ortionment” of $1,080 million in 
supplemental economic assbtance 
for Israel. Egypt and Jordan. 

These funds, which the spo- 
kesman said were part of the fiscal 
year 1985 supplemental foreign 
assistance appropriation app- 
roved in August by the Congress. 
wQl be used as follows: 

— Israel. $750 million for a cash 
transfer. 

— Egypt $250 million for a 
cash transfer. 

' — Jordan, $50 million Joj: a*' 
commodity import programme 
and $30 millioa for school con- 
struction. 

“In addition. $3 million will 
soon be apportioned for projects 
to assist rales tinians living in die 
West Bank and Gaza.” Mr. Kalb 
said. He was unable to provide 
specific details. 

Hie total amount of economic 
assistance for the Middle East 
provided under the supplemental 
appropriation is $2,258 million 
and is provided on an all grant 
basis, the spokesman pomtedouL 

Earlier. Secretary of State Geo- 
rge Shultz said the $750 million — 
roughly half the supplemental ass- 
istance for Israel approved by the 
Congress — was “designed to be 
helpful at a time when the gov- 
ernment of Israel is taking decisive 
and difficult measures” to imp- 


rove its economic position. 

Mr. Shultz spoke with reporters 
following his talks at die State 
Department with Israeli Finance 
Minister YiCdhak Modai. He pra- 
ised Israel for taking “strong and 
necessary measures’’ to restore 
economic stability and to prepare 
the groundwork for future pro- 
sperity. 

Mr. Shultz said be also dis- 
cussed the Middle East peace pro- 
cess with Mr. Modal 

“Obviously, it’s the parties in 
the region that must want peace, 
and we seek to help them in every 
way That we can. die secretary 
said. “Our effort needs to be, and 
is. to do everything we can. to bring 
about direct negotiations between 
an Arab interlocutor.' able to 
speak authoritatively, and Israel” 

Mr. Shultz said there' has been 
no change in the U.S. conditions 
for hold tog talks with the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO). 
Long-standing U.S. policy rules 
out U.S. recognition of the PLO or 
discussions with that organisation 
until the PLO accepts UN. Sec- 
urity Council Resolution 242 and 
33Sand recognises Israel’s right to 
exist 

Mr. Shultz noted that “the ups- 
urge of violence recently certainly 
presents a problem.” Radicals 
who use violence cannot be all- 
owed to stop progress, the sec- 
retary declared. “It is very clear to 
us that those who perpetrate vio- 
lence deal themselves out of die 
peace process.” he said. 


Mubarak to place new emphasis 
on tackling the country’s major 
economic and social problems, 
.including inadequate housing, 
dedining educational standards, 
decaying infrastructure, rising pri- 
ces and sluggish growth. 

The cabinet change was not 
expected to affect Egypt's foreign 
policy, including its status as the 
only Arab state with diplomatic 
ties to Israel. In a statement to 
reporters on Thursday. Mr. Lutfi 
pledged to respect the 1979 
U.S.-brokered peace agreement 
with the Jewish state. 

Before the ceremony. Mr. 
Mubarak met with seven outgoing 
ministers and thanked them for 
their service. 

Mr. Mubarak gave retiring 
Prime Minister Kamal Hassan AJi 
.the nation's second highest dec- 
oration Saturday shortly before 
ceremonies to swear in a new cab- 
inet. a presidential spokesman 
said. 

The spokesman, who asked not 
to be identified, told reporters Mr. 
Ali was presented die Order Of 
The Nile during a private meeting 
with Mr. Mubarak- 


Two other outgoing ministers. 
Higher Education Minister and 
Deputy Prime Minister Mustafa 
H3mi and Emigration Minister 
Albert Barsoura Salaama, also 
met privately with Mr. Mubarak 
. and received decorations. 

Mr. HOmi was also awarded the 
Order Of The Nile and Mr. Sal- 
aama. one of two Christians in the 
former 32-member cabinet rec- 
eived the Order Of The Republic 
First Gass, the spokesman said. 

Mr. Mubarak also received four 
other outgoing ministers and tha- 
nked them for their service, the 
spokesman added. 

Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs Boutros Ghali left here 
Saturday for Brasilia on an eight- 
nation Latin American tour to 
boost relations. 

He told reporters he would del- 
iver messages from President 
Hosni Mubarak to the leaders of 
the eight countries — Brazil, Peru, 
Chile. Venezuela. Panama, the 
Dominican Republic. Mexico and 
Colombia. 

Mr. Ghali said he also planned 
to discuss ways of promoting ties 
between Latin America and Afr- 
ica thro ugh annual s eminar s org- 
anised alternately tty Egypt and 
Mexico. The third of these is due 
to take place in Cairo next Jan- 
uary. 


Paris receives 
conditions 
for release 
of kidnap 
victims 

PARIS (Agencies) — The kid- 
nappers of two French diplomats 
in Lebanon have set out the con- 
ditions for die release of the men 
in a letter delivered to French off- 
icials. an intermediary announced 
Saturday. 

The intermediary. Lebanese- 
bora French Doctor Razah Raad. 
told reporters he delivered the let- 
ter to the French Foreign Min- 
is tty. Later, in front of French tel- 
evision cameras. Dr. Raad banded 
letters from the hostages. Marcel 
Carton and Marcel Fontaine, to' 
members of their families. 

Dr. Raad refused to say what 
"Specific conditions had been set 
for the release of the diplomats, 
who were kidnapped on March 22 
in Beirut but he did say that they 
included French policy in die 
Iran-Iraq war. 

The French are a major sup- 
pliers of arms to Iraq. 

Family members formally ide- 
ntified the letters given them as 
having been written by Mr. Chiton 
and Mr. Fontaine. 

The French Foreign Ministry 
declined all comment 

Two other French hostages are 
believed to be held in Beirut They j 
are journalist Jean-Paul Kau- 
f fmann and researcher Michel 
Seurat Both were kidnapped on , 
May 22.

Tunisia holds 3 alleged Libyan gunmen 


TUNIS (R) — Tunisian security 
forces have arrested three, alleged 
Libyan saboteurs who planned to 
blow up a hotel on a popular tou- 
rist island, as well as petrol sta- 
tions. national security chief Zine 
AI Abidine Ben Ali has said. 

A Libyan diplomat in Tunisia 
was involved in the sabotage plot 
and was expelled with 283 other 
Libyan “spies” last month. Mr. 
Ben Ali said. The Libyans were 
ordered out following a mass exp- 
ulsion of Tunisian migrant wor- 
kers from Libya. 

The alleged saboteurs planned 
to blow up a hotel on die southern 
island of JeTba. but this idea was 
abandoned as too dangerous. 
However they decided to go ahead 
with the petrol station attacks in 
the southern town of Zaizis. Mr. 
Ben Ali told a news conference. 

The leader of the group. Sabri 


Najeh. 34. who was married to a 
Tunisian- said in a televised con- 
fession shown to journalists that 
his Libyan contacts told him to go 
to Cairo after the planned Tun- 
isian attacks to assassinate a for- 
mer Libyan Prime Minister living 
in exile, Abdul Hamid Baccouche. 

But all the attacks were foiled 
and the would-be saboteurs arr- 
ested after Tunisian security for- 
ces discovered a suitcase pa deed 
with explosives buried in a field in 
Zarzis. Mr. Ben Ali said. 

In the latest incident in the 
Tunis ia-Libya dispute sparked by 
TripolFs expulsion of some 
30.000 Tunisian migrant workers.

Soviets hope for full 
ties with Saudi Arabia 


KUWAIT (R) — A senior Soviet 
official was quoted as saying Sat- 
urday he hoped to see foil dip- 
lomatic ties soon between Mos- 
* cow and Saudi Arabia. 

The Arabic daily Al Watan quo- 
ted deputy Interior Minister B. 
Dysev as saying Moscow would 
like diplomatic ties with all the 
Golf Arab states. It has ties at pie-’ 
sent only with Kuwait of the six 
Gulf Cooperation Gound] mem- 
bers, and Iraq. 

AI Watan. in a despatch from 
Milan where it said the Soviet off- 
icial .was attending a conference 
on crime, said: “the deputy min- 
ister expressed hope for full dip- 
lomatic relations between die Sov- 
iet Union and Saudi Arabia in foe 
near future” 

.But, it quoted him as saying. 


“foeestablshmeat of tksbetween 
foe Soviet Union and Saudi Ara- 
bia does not depend (Hi Moscow. 
It depends on foe other side.” 

He welcomed a recent visit to 
foe Soviet Union by Prince Faisal 
Ibn Fahd Ibn Abdul Aziz, a son of 
King Fahd. as a step in foe right 
direction. • 

The prince, head of foe ‘Saudi 
Youth Welfare Organisation, last 
month accompanied a Saudi soc- 
cer team to Moscow. He was foe 
first royal family member to visit 
foe Soviet capital since Foreign 
Minister Prince Sand Al Faisal 
went with an Arab League team in 
1983 to explain an Arab peace 
plan for foe Middle East 

The prince, on his return, said 
he had held “extremely good” 
talks with senior Soviet Foreign 
Ministry officials. 


U.S. reportedly defers 
F-15 sale to Saudis 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pre- 
sident Ronald Reagan's adm- 
inistration has tentatively decided 
to defer asking Congress for per- 
mission to sell Saudi Arabia 40 
additional F-15 jet fighter planes, 
congressional sources have said. 

The sources, who demanded 
anonymity, said the adm- 
inistration would ask to sell other 
weapons to the Saudis, including 
Sikorsky helicopters, oa the basis 
of .a 17-page secret U.S. study on 
the military balance in the Middle 
East. 

The Washington Post reported 
on Friday that the package for 
Sandi Arabia also would include 
Sidewinder air-to-air missiles and 
. Stinger ground-to-air missiles. 
M-l tanks and armoured vehicles. 

Based on the study, die adm- 
inistration also is completing its 
recommendations for arms sales 


to Jordan, foe congressional sou- 
rces said. 

The Saudis bought 62 F-15s 
after a stormy fight in Congress in 
1978. They have sought an adv- 
anced version of the American 
plane since 1981. 

The sale of the F-15s is strongly 
opposed by Israel and many of its 
staunch supporters in Congress, 
who also have tried to block the 
sale of AWACS early-warning 
and control planes. 

Selling arms to foe Saudis “str- 
engthens the perception of bal- 
ance in our approach to foe peace 
process and oar standing as a rel- 
iable friend,” said foe State Dep- 
artment study, a copy of which was 
obtained by foe Associated Press. 

The study said Saudi Arabia will 
support U.S. peace efforts if foe 
Unrted States xs an “even-handed 
intermediary” between Israel and 
its Arab neighbours.

Mr. Ecevit did not raise foe' 
issue of pre-coup violence in a sta- 
tement Friday night, but joined his 
former rival in criticsing the con- 
tinuation of political restrictions 
imposed after foe coup. 

The Ankara public prosecutor 
has said Mr. DemireTs attack is 
being investigated to see if he 
broke a law barring discussion of 
Turkish politics before the Sept 
12. 1980 coup. 

Mr. Ecevit charged foe pre- 
sklent with ignoring important 
international issues like Turkey’s . 
dispute with Greece over rights in 


foe Aegean Sea. 

Both right-winger Demirel and 
Social Democrat Ecevit who alt- 
ernated as prime ministers in the 
late 1970s. are held responsible

sequently to serve the Jordanian 
economy. 

He also pointed out that fee

taking a number of actions aims J 
at facSitating customs procedures 
and clearance of goods. He added 
feat the government is always 
concerned about creating the pro- 
per atmosphere for fee private 
sector to perform its activities 
smoothly. 

In its memorandum, the FJCC 
expressed the hope feat the gov- 
ernment’s policies and recent dec- 
isions will result in positive effects 
which will contribute to a red- 
uction of all negative impacts cha- 
racterising economic recession in 
all fields. 

The memorandum also con- 
tained an appeal for relaxing cus- 
toms procedures and drawing up 
fee necessary regulations for fac- 
ilitating fee work in the free zones 
and to remove fee obstacles obs- 
tructing fee utilisation of such 
areas. 

The memo also called on the 
government to proceed wife fee 
necessary arrangements to turn 
Jordan into a regional centre for 
services and trade through the 
expansion of facilities and inc- 
entives in all fields, especially feat 
Jordan has achieved a remarkable 
success in this field.

Trade deficit finally checked and reduced 


DURING 1984. the gross 
domestic product in Jordan 
reached JD 1.523 million. 
Export of goods and services 
amounted to JD'650 million, 
making the value of local pro- 
duction used within the cou- 
ntry in the order of JD 873 m2- 
Ikm. At the same time the total 
value of imported goods and 
services was JD 1.380 million 
which makes total expenditure 
cm both consumption and inv- 
estments around JD 2L253 mil- 
lion. 

Based on these aggregate 
figures, we can conclude that 
only 343 per cent of the dis- 
posable goods and services uti- 
lised in the country have a local 
origin, whereas 65.7 per cent 
have a foreign origin and are 


imported from the outside 
world. 

According to the national 
accounts, issued by the Dep- 
artment of Statistics, the com- 
modity exports of Jordan in 
1984 (including re-export) 
were JD 291 million against 
imports of JD 1.069 million or 
27.2 per cent. In other words 
we import 3.7 times the value 
of our national exports and 
re-exports, leaving a net deficit 
in die balance of trade as big as 
73 per cent of the total com- 
modity importation. 

The World Development 
Report of the World Bank 
(1984) states that Jordan's vis- 
ible imports were growing dur- 
ing the decade 1960-1970 at 
the reasonable rate of 3.6 per 


cent per annum, which is com- 
patible i 


: with the growth of pop- 
ulation. However, during the 
period from 1970-1982. imp- 
orts were exploding at the 
compound annual rate of 13.5 
per cent which is not only 
ahead of population growth, 
but also ahead of the real eco- 
nomic growth. The trend was 
reversed in 1983 and 19S4 
when imports declined even at 
current prices. 

Since the volume of imports 
is four times that of exports, the 
latter must grow four times fas- 
ter than the rate of growth of 
imports just to keep die size of 
the trade deficit constant The 
performance of 1984 was even 
better, as imports declined sli- 
ghtly while exports made a spe- 


ctacular growth of almost 40 
per cent. 

As a matter of fact the exp- 
orts grew at 10.8 per cent per 
year in the sixties, and at 17.7 
per cent per year during the 
seventies and up to 1982. In 
.1983 exports witnessed a dec- 
line but it more than recovered 
in 1984. 

Admittedly, these are good 
percentages of growth, but 
they are way below what is 
needed to offset the increase in 
the mushrooming imports. 

The long-term and per- 
sistent deterioration in our bal- 
ance of trade took place des- 
pite the fact that the fust 
socio-economic development 
plan 1973-1975 aimed at red- 


ucing the trade gap. The det- 
erioration continued during 
the second plan 1976- 1980 but 
was more modest, since the 
plan was basically aimed at 
reducing the deficit, not in abs- 
olute figures but as a ratio to 
the gross national product. 


exports and imports, thanks to 
the flow of Arab financial aid 
and remittances from Jor- 
danian expatriates abroad. 
Now that Arab aid is dec- 
reasing steadily, however, we 
have no alternative but to rat- 
ionalise our foreign trade sec- 
tor. 


Except for 1 984. events took 
an opposite direction in every 
one of the past 10 years. We 
were moving away from self- 
reliance in our consumption 
because die applied policies 
and practices were not in har- 
mony with the declared targets 
of the development plans. 


In the past, we could afford 
to cany a hu^e deficit and live 
with a growing gap between 


The measures declared by 
the government last week, 
banning the importation of 
several products which are 
produced locally, are a step in 
the right direction. The mea- 
su res may have been taken sol- 
ely to support our local ind- 
ustry but they will also improve 
our balance of trade and bring 
us closer to a healthier eco- 
nomic situation. 


THE change of government in Egypt may have been as easy 
and simple as the changeover itself has looked. Kama! Hassan 
Ala, the former prime minister, was too unhealthy and too tired 
to stand up to and solve Egypt’s deepening economic woes and 
he gave way to a younger man, whose field is economic man- 
agement, to do tire job. Subject is dosed. 

Mo, say Egyptian officials and foreign diplomats in Cairo. 
'Use issue is not as simple as all that. Kamal Hassan Ali was too 
experienced and powerful a politician to leave Egypt to others 
to do with it what they liked. There must be something else then 
that has prompted the change. 

Is this “something” connected with President Sadat's peace 
policies with Israel of which Mr. AJi was a major symbol? 
Maybe, conjectures the New York Times. Other than the con- 
tinuity of the Sadat era that he represented, Mr. Ali was 
defence minister during the Camp David negotiations between 
Israel and Egypt and as such be became known to and res- 
pected by many Israeli officials. The new prime minister, by 
contrast, has never visited Israel and is not known to Israeli 
leaders. 

Dr. LoifL. the new prime minister, himself tried to scotch 
such speculations in a post-designation statement two days ago. 
He told reporters that his country's position on Israel and the 
peace process is known and ire is not going to change it. But 
whether his statement is enough So convince everybody of his 
upcoming « as yet unclear. 

What is perfectly clear is u».: does have deep eco- 

nomic problems (reports speak of a $5 billion budget deficit 
and $31 billion in foreign debts) and that the top priority of Dr. 
Lutfi’s cab met would be to tackle these problems immediately. 

Being a competent technocrat but not a veteran politician, 
the Egyptian prime minister is expected to do just that without 
necessarily involving too much politics in the process. This may 
have been the best reason why President Mubarak chose him to 
head the new government. And it is a good reason too. 

It may be recalled that Sadat's policies led Egypt mto its 
present economic mess and not the other way round. President 
Mubarak has opted not for a full reversal of Sadat's policies in 
order to correct the economy, it seems. And his choice of Dr. 
Lntfi confirms that, politically at least, he still prefers the 
middle ground as his best course of action.

'THE BATTLE for the Palestinian 
| camps in Beirut has raised fears 
again in West Germany: Fears by 
federal and state authorities that 
there will he a fresh influx of asy- 
lum seekers from Lehanon. fears 
by such asvlum seekers and by. 
those already in the Federal Rep- 
ublic that they are still at risk of 
being returned to the nightmare of 
Lebanon. 

The problem has been dragging 
on now for some years with other 
European countries getting inv- 
olved. It last hit the headlines in 
September ‘84 when Sweden sta- 
rted turning back asylum seekers 
from Lebanon as they arrived by 
sea ferry from East Germany. At 
the time the Swedish government 
ruled that the situation in Leb- 
;mon was no longer acute and tried 
to return some of those already in 
Sweden. It was a decision based on 
its embassy’s assessment in Beirut, 
shortly after. Sweden relented, 
though it was careful not to adv- 
ertise the fact. This was partly 
because it did not wish to be swa- 
mped with asylum seekers but also 


WE CANNOT but condemn Libya's behaviour and dishonest dea- 
lings with other Arab countries particularly those in North Africa, 
namely Tunisia and Eeypt- We also support these countries, stand m 
die face of Libya which has been adopting contradictory policies with 
regard to Arab issues.

iished by the United Nations High 
Commission for Refugees two 
years ago created a scandal in the 
press and in parliament in West 
Germany, highlighting ins- 
ufficient healing, delapidaied 
premises, lack of medical care 
(and even cases of malnutrition), 
denial of the right to work or rec- 
eive training, and restrictions on 
movement. 

This has been the experience of 
many from Lebanon. The main 
wave started with the civil war in 
1975. hut with a far greater wave, 
mainly of Palestinians, though not 
exclusively so. following the 19.82 
massacre in Sabra and Chatila. 
and the harassment that followed. 
It is estimated that to date there 
are 40.000 fugitives in West Ger- 
many. without asylum and awa- 
iting (some foi ten years) exp- 
ulsion. 


The West German authorities 
have been reluctant to consider 
civil war as grounds for asylum. 
However, at first these fugitives 
were less unwelcome since (some 


because it did not wish to fuel the - claim) they provided useful lahour 
local "Keep Sweden Swedish" in much the same way as gas- 
movement that had .mush roomed^" tarbeiter labour from Turkey and 


in response to the influx of asylum 
seekers. 

One can understand Sweden's 
dilemma. Since 1981 roughly 
2.0(H) Lebanese and Palestinians 
had flocked to Sweden in the bel- 
ief that they would he afforded 
asylum and. to the credit of the 
Swedish government, they had 
been generously treated. But just 
as in previous cases, for example 
the immigration of Iraqi Assyrians 
in the ’70s. the presence of Leb- 
anese and Palestinian asylum see- 
kers has produced a popular hos- 
tility. Being liberal has its own 
price- tag. 

One other place offers aut- 
omatic entry, though not nec- 
essarily asylum: West Berlin. 
Consequently it and West Ger- 
many beyond, have been the des- 
tination for thousands of fugitives 
from the Third World. It is not 
surprising that the West German 
authorities process the app- 
lications of fugitives from Eastern 
Europe more quickly than those 
from the Third World. Blood Is 
thicker than water. Nevertheless, 
the requirement to prove that 
each individual applicant "ls per- 
secuted for political reasons" has 
resulted in applicants living in 
ex-army camps or hostels, as in 
Berlin, literally for years, sleeping 
in dormitories, and queuing daily 
for their meals. A report puh- 


elsewhere. Many stayed though 
they were not accorded asylum. 
The asylum procedure took eight 
or more years, a mutually con- 
venient arrangement whereby fug- 
itives had somewhere to stay 
whilsL Germany could benefit wit- 
hout strings attached. But in 
1981-82. with the growing world 
economic downturn affecting 
Germany, these fugitives no lon- 
ger provided any benefits whilst 
the cost both financially and soc- 
ially. in terms of growing popular 
hostility. continued to mount. This 
was when some fugitives turned to 
Sweden, but not ail of them. The 
ease with which one could get on 
the underground train in East Ber- 
lin and simply “arrive" in the West 
continued to attract asylum see- 
kers. 

After the Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon the Senate in Berlin, 
where the situation was most 
acute, prohibited expulsion of 
Palestinians to Lebanon on acc- 
ount of the grave dangers faced 
there. Nevertheless these Pal- 
estinians were put in detention 
awaiting expulsion once calm was 
restored to Lebanon. 

In May 1983 the West German 
embassy in Beirut advised its gov- 
ernment that the situation was 
calm enough for asylum seekers to 
be repatriated. On the basis of this 
advice the Berlin Senate decided 


to repatriate these asylum seekers 
three months later. Only the clo- 
sure of Beirut airport prevented 
the return of the first contingent of 
470 adults and children. With the 
closure of Beirut airport, and the 
uncertainty following the war in 
the Chouf and the closure again of 
the airport following the red- 
ividing of Beirut in February 1 984 
West Germany was unable to rep- 
atriate its refugees from Lebanon. 

Sweden's decision Iasi Sep- 
tember was seized on by Berlin's 
interior minister. Senator Hei- 
nrich Lummer. as grounds for ret- 
urning to Lehanon some of the 
1 0.000 fugitives then in West Ber- 
lin. Fortunately the foreign affairs 
committee in Berlin decided on 
Oct. 5 that the decision must lie 
with Berlin's parliament Mea- 
nwhile Sweden, to its con- 
sternation. found that Lebanon 
refused entry to its first contingent 
of returnees. 

Since then the refugees have 
had a breathing space. The Fed- 
eral Republic has agreed to the 
urgent request of Mr. Poul Har- 
ding. U.N. high commissioner for 
refugees, not to expel people to 
Lebanon at present. Unf- 
ortunately Berlin was not bound 
by that agreement and human 
rights - workers found that 36 peo- 
ple were expelled from Berlin to 
Lebanon in late March and April 
1 985. One case of expulsion occ- 
urred at Frankfurt airport where 
one Palestinian resisted forcible 
return. Nevertheless he went, and 
it is assumed that he was drugged 
to get him onto the plane. 

After protests by the eva- 
ngelical and other concerned 
Church workers. Berlin has rel- 
ented and seems to have fallen in 
with the Federal Republic. There 
is now a new twist to the story of 
these asylum seekers. Very few of 
the Palestinians can now be ret- 
urned to Lebanon since their tra- 
vel documents have expired. Leb- 
anon does not want them back and 
is therefore highly unlikely to pro- 
vide new travel documents. The 
key need now. argue concerned 
churchmen and women, is to ass- 
ure such 3sylum seekers that they 
have a secure right to stay. This is 
, argued in a major study Refugees 
from Lebanon published by the 
German Evangelical Publishing 
House. Frankfurt in April 1985. 
In view of what has recently taken 
place in the Beirut camps it does 
not seem more than common dec- 
ency to provide that assurance —

Fabius charm may not 
save the Socialists

PARIS — French Prime Minister 
Laurent Fabius has increased his 
persona! popularity with a skilful 
television performance but com- 
mentators say it is unlikely to rev- 
erse his Socialist Party's slide to 
defeat in next year's elections. 

Last Wednesday night's 90- 
minute television interview won 
Fabius. a 39-year-oid technocrat, 
praise even from the normally 
hostile right-wing press. 

He acknowledged that it would 
be very difficult for the Socialists 
to win a majority in the national 
assembly vote, due in March. 

But he said there was a chance 
that the party might benefit from a 
surge of public support over the 
next six months, which would, 
enable it to stay in office with the 
support of other political groups. 

“If the message doesn’t get acr- 
oss between now and the ele- 
ctions. the Socialist Party will be 
beaten. If it does get across, there 
will be a momentum and other 
people, who are not Socialists at 


the moment- will join as." he said. 

Political analysts say Fabius has 
only limited room for manoeuvre 
between now and the elections. 

Fabius defended his gov- 
ernment's success in cutting inf- 
lation to five per cent and offered 
little hope of reducing France’s 10 
per cent unemployment rate in the 
short term. 

He is also handicapped by int- 
ernal rivalries in the Socialist, 
camp and his awkward pos- 
ition at the head of a Socialist 
Party campaign which he cannot 
directly control. 

Pulling die strings of the cam- 
paign is party first secretary Lionel 
Jospin, who publicly threatened to 
resign in June if Fabius tried to 
take over. 

The socialists, credited at pre- 
sent with only 23 per cent support 
in the opinion polls, need at least- 
30 per cent before they can'fcope 
to deny the right-wing opposition 
outright control of the* new ass- 
embly. 

But they are currently locked in 
bitter internal squabbles between 
the mainstream factions and the 


followers of former Agriculture 
Minister Michel Rocard. the 
party’s most popular figure among 
the French public. 

Political analysts say Fabius is 
looking beyond the 1986 par-, 
liaraentary vote — already lost, in 
the view of many — to the 1988 
race to succeed Francois Mit- 
terrand as president. 

"It is more effective to prepare 
for a presidential election which 
one may win than for a par- 
liamentary election which one is. 
likely to lose,'* the newspaper Le 
Monde commented. 


Recent polls show that Fabius 
still has some way to go before he 
can be considered a real pre- 
sidential hopeful. A survey in the 
magazine Le Point this week sho- 
wed him as the firet choice of only 
nine per cent of voters. 

The poll showed Opposition 
leader Raymond Bane with 26. 
per cent support, followed by. 
Rocard with 22. Gaul list leader 
Jacques Chirac with 19 and for- 
mer President Giscard cTEstaing 
with 12. 


The BBC has ultimate editorial 
control over World Service bro- 
adcasts. according to the man- 
aging director of BBC external 
services. Mr. Austen Kark. 

In a statement put out last week 
after disclosures in the Guardian 
that confidential Foreign Office 
cables were delivered daily to the 
external services’ headquarters at 
Bush House, he said: “Allegations 
that the programme and news 
output of Bush House is inf-' 
hienced in any way by the Foreign 
Office are not just untrue. They 
are pure fantasy." 

Mr. Kark argued that the Telex 
and letters from British dip- 
lomatic missions abroad had 
“nothing in them that could rem- 
otely be called intelligence." 

However, the messages are cla- 
ssified and are available only to 
heads of department on a res^ 
tricled basis. The Guardian rep^ 
orted that some producers and 
journalists felt the practice com- 
promised the BBC's ind- 
ependence. British newspapers 
and other broadcasting media 
worked without such close con- 
nection with government mat- 
erial. 

Some Bush House journalists 
felt that the supply of government 
cables on conditions in other cou- 
ntries implied that die BBCs cor- 


respondents could not be trusted. 
They would prefer the practice to 
stop. 

In attempting to defuse the row. 
one executive said die cables were 
often useless. In deference to the 
Foreign Office, the BBC could not 
say so publicly. Under its licence 
and agreement. Bush House was 
required to accept the material. 

The licence fee system has its 
difficulties but still represents the 
best guarantee of editorial ind- 
ependence. BBC television cur- 
rent affairs journalists today argue 
in evidence to the Peacock inquiry 
into future funding of the cor- 
poration. 


The journalists say that adv- 
ertising would cause programme 
standards to fall as current affainfl 
programmes were “shunted out to " 
the margins” of the schedules as 
the BBC sought to maximise aud- 
iences. 


In their submission to the Pea- 
cock Committee, members of the 
National Union of Journalists at 
the BBC Lime Grove current aff- 
airs studio say that advertising 
could bring undue commercial 
pressure to bear on the makers of 
current affairs programmes and 
that advertising could not be lim- 
ited in. the long term. 

Sponsorship would be even 
worse than advertising for good 
television journalism because the 
link between the sponsor and pro- 
gramme maker would be direct. 


Norwegian elections focus 
on economy and welfare

OSLO. Norway — Conservative 
prime minister Kaare WjlJoch and 
Labour challenger Gro Harlem 
Brand dan d go before Norwegian 
voters Monday after a month of 
campaigning over the country's 
economy and the future of its soc- 
ial support programmes. 

Willoch has promised Nor- 
wegians he will protect social ben- 
efits tb rough his free-market eco- 
nomics. but Mrs. Brandtland says 
Conservatives see "welfare for ail 
as an obstacle to welfare for the 
few." 

Although the two differ sharply 
on domestic policies. Mrs. Bra- 
ndt! and has been careful to show 
no major differences with Willoch 
over Norway’s defence policies or 
its membership in NATO. 

The Conservatives head a 
three-party non-Sorialist block . 
that a late August gallup poll ind- 
icated was backed by 47.9 percent 
of Norway’s decided voters, nar- 
rowly ahead of the 45.9 per cent, 
supporting Mrs. Brundiland's 
Labour Party and its two sup- 
porting parties. 

However, less than a week bef- 
ore the election some experts were 
estimating that as many as 10 per 
cent of the 3 million voters were 
undecided. 

The non-Socialisc coalition now 
controls 79 of 155 Storting (Par- 
liament) seats, seven more than 
the Socialist camp. 

Seven of Norway’s 10 official 
parties are competing for an exp- 


anded 157 seats in the Monday's 
general election. The new seats 
reflect population growth around 
Oslo. 

Willoch is seeking his second 
four year term and has cam- 
paigned largely on economics, 
reminding Norwegians that inf- 
lation fell from 15 to 6 per cent 
under bis government. 

Mrs. Brandtland has cam- 
paigned on a slogan of "new 
growth for Norway.” attacking 
Wflloch’s efforts to deregulate the 
economy and provide private alt- 
ernatives to public health care and "■ 
other social services. 

Willoch frequently makes his 
own use of Labour's "new 
growth” slogan. 

"Our fight against inflation has 
created the foundation for new 
growth." he told the Bergen aud- 
ience. “Don’t let the Labour 
Party spoil the growth.” 

Four years of Conservative-led 
government be says, has brought 
Norway out of “several years of 
stagnation because of previous 
recklessness under the Labour 
Party," 

The Conservatives’ platform 
includes no new taxes and gra- 
nting Norwegians the formal right 
to take semi-retirement at 65. 
Semi-retirement would allow 
them to work only part-time until 
the retirement age of 67. 

The Conservatives also propose 
less regulation of business, longer 
store opening houis. the breaking 
up of the state broadcasting mon- 
opoly and the introduction of a 
commercial second television 
channel. 
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They say: “We have been given 
confident (ally some examples of 
the involvement of sponsors in the 
selection of programme material 
for the Public Broadcasting Ser- 
vice in the USA and there is now 
concern in the American PBS 
Network about the pressure to 
accept more "enhanced und- 
erwntmg" — that is extended 
sponsor^ ip. 

"We are convinced that the 
same trend would be seen in Bri- 
tain. Limited sponsorship under 
strict controls would mm into 
"enhanced under- writing" for 
many programmes in the long 
term." 

The Adam Smith Institute, 
however, argues in its submission 
that the licence fee should be rep- 
laced by a mixture of advertising 
and commercial sponsorship. 

The institute argues that the 
BBC is already very “com- 
mercial'’ with plugs tor its pro- 
grammes. books, magazines, and 
other products. Viewers would 
notice little difference if the plugs 
were for general products, it says 
today. 

The argument that quality 
would suffer had been eroded 
because ITV was now picking up 
majbr drama awards. The BBC 
was also pursuing a ratings war 
with copy-cat soap operas.

breed being revived in Jordan 


W.Germany marks centenary of 
motorbikes, but buys Japanese

AMMAN — Horse racing in the 
Arab World is a tradition as old as 
the Arabs themselves. The tribes 
of Arabia prided themselves on 
the grace and swiftness of their 
horses, even to the extent of. fig- 
ting wars for the honour of their 
steads. With the advent of ind- 
ustrialisation. sadly. :the ind- 
ugenous breed — the Arabian 
horse — declined in Jordan and 
the rest of the Arab World. How- 
ever. in die last thirty years, .lar- 
gely through the work of the late 
Sherif Nasser, much has been 
done to conserve the Arabian 
horse here. The establishment of a. 
racing club has also contributed 
greatly to the maintenance of blo- 
| od lines in the kingdom. 

Sherif Hussein, son of Sherif 
Nasser recalls Bedouin traditions 
with fondness. “They prided the- 
mselves on their horses", he says, 
"and at festive occasions, wed- 
dings. celebrations and so on. hor- - 
ses were displayed and paraded". 
Mr. Yousef Musharbash of the 
Royal Racing Gub adds, “in Bed- 
ouin tradition horse racing was not 
held on a set course, neither were 
races of specific length, nor were 
- there any jockeys as owners gen- 
erally rode their own horses. Pri- 
zes were not awarded as the hon- 
our of winning was considered suf- 
ficient". Even today be continues. 
"On the present race track a Bed- 
ouin will donate his winnings sat- 
isfied with honour**. 

“Modem horse racing in the 
Arab World using a European 
race course was first established in 
Egypt", explains Mr. Mus- 
harbash. “Later Lebanon. Iraq. 
Jordan and the Gulf states con- 
structed race tracks’*. Jordan's 
first course, built m 1975. was 
founded by the late Sherif Nasser. 
Field Marsha! Habis A1 Majali 
and a few other interested parties, 
says Mr. Musharbash. with the 
expressed purpose of encouraging 
horse owners to upgrade the bre- 
eding of Arab stocks existing in 
Jordan. In 1 984 the present site at* 
Tounib was completed and the 
Royal Racing Gub took up res- 
idence there.

Both sets of horses appear to 
enjoy the aftemooon’s racing. 

« Stable horses frisk out of con- 
finement and Bedouin horses strut 
anxiously ready to uphold their 
owner’s honour. _ 

Mr. Musharbash explains that 
while “a thorough-breed runs 
1000 metres in one minute .03 
seconds, it takes a stable Arab one - 
minute and ten seconds to cover 
the same distance while Bedouin 
Arab generally averages about 
one minute fourty seconds”. 

Speeds differ as. firstly the 
thorough-breed is a significantly 
larger horse and secondly because 
a stabled Arab has better training 
and fodder than a Bedouin horse. 
Mr. Musharbash is quick to point 
out though, that many Bedouin 
horses race successfully. 

He estimates there are around 
one hundred and fifty stabled hor- 


well as about two hundred Bed- 
ouin horses tethered nearby. 

“Races’*, he adds are “run over 
one thousand metres, one tho- 
usand four hundred and one tho- 
usand six hundred metres.” "Joc- 
keys are professional now”, he 

continues “and weights are graded 
upon a system of age with mares 
carrying one a half kilos (ess than 
males and ponies three kilos less 
than horses." 

The future of the Arab breed in 
Jordan depends largely on the 
maintenance of bloodlines, bel- 
ieves. Mr. Musharbash. And the 
enormous interest shown in bre- 
eding after the establishment of 
both the old and new race courses 
has ensured the Arabian horse a 
place in modem Jordan. 

Members of the Royal Racing 
Club are now in the process of est- 
ablishing a registrar of local blo- 
odlines. Although the task is dif- 
ficult because of the large number 
of owners and the vast and remote 
areas that horses are bred in. Mr. 
Musharbash sees the registrar as 
vitally necessary to securing the 
future purity of Arab bloodlines 
here. 

The moving force behind both 
die Royal Racing Club and imp- 
roved breeding stocks has always 
been the late Sherif Nasser. His 
sons Sherif Jamil. Sherif Hussein 
and Sherif Nasser continue his 
work today. Their present stable 
has some two hundred and fifty 
Arabian horses. “Some of the 
founding stock was given to my 


father by King Abdullah”, exp- 
lains the young Sherif Hussein. 
Breeding continues today, with 
the stable producing some of the 
finest Arabs raised in the area. 


“Many of the Arabs, racing todavT 
rif Nj 


have been sired by Sherif Nasser’s 
horses", says Mr. Musharbash. 
The Sherif assisted Jordanians to 
improve their herds by donating 
many of his own horses to bre- 
eders and he always encouraged 
Jordanians only breed Arabian 
horses.” adds Mr. Musharbash. 

The Arabian horse is valued 
■ internationally for its beauty, int- 
elligence. speed and com- 
panionship but most importantly 
for its hereditary soundness. As 
one expert pointed out “the Arab 
* is the oldest blood stock of all and 
it bas absolute dominance in bre- 
eding with absolute power of imp- 
ressing its character on any other 
stock”. 

Such traits make the Arab val- 
ued in Jordan too. However as an 
indigenous breed the Arabian 
horse has a special importance to 
the area and is an integral part of 
Jordanian history as well as Bed- 
ouin culture. 

The early and far reaching work 
of Sherif Nasser has ensured the 
prospects of the Arab here and the 
existence of the Royal Racing 
Club wDI guarantee the Arab hor-- 
ses’ future in Jordan. In Mr. Mus- 
harbash’s words. “Sherif Nasser 
encouraged people to care for 
their horses and he established the 
Racing Gub to help people care", 
ses at the RoyaJ Racing Gub as 


BONN — A wooden bicycle with 
a one-cylinder engine strapped 
under its saddle rattled through a 
village in south-west Germany 
100 years ago. It was the world’s 
first motorcycle. 

But a century after engineer 
Gottlieb Daimler took out a pat- 
ent on “a vehicfe with a gas or 
petrol engine”, the motorcycle 
industry in the country which inv- 
ented the machine is just a shadow 
of its former self. 

West German motorbikes have 
long lost predominance even at 
home, where the Japanese control 
about 80 per cent of the market. 

“The birthday boy is a little 
the weather." quipped a 
cer at the opening of an exh- 
ibition commemorating the moi- 
ocycle’s centenary in Munich this 
‘summer. 

While in 1955 there were still 
30 prospering motorcycle com- 
panies in West Germany, only two 
major manufacturers remain: 
Bayeriscbe Motoren Werke 
(BMW) and Hercules. The latter 
has been forced to cut production 


drastically. 

Zuendapp. one of the industry's 
flagships, went bust last year. Its 
production lines were bought by 
Peking, which took them back to 
China. 

The only West German firm in 
good health is BMW. which has 
traditionally specialised in heavy 
machines. The Bavarian company 
showed its self-confidence last 
week by launching a new model on 
the motorbike’s centenary. 

The K-7S. equipped with three 
cylinders, is a smaller version of 
the K.-100. launched in J983 as a' 
successor to the famous “boxer" 
which had been in production 
since 1927. 

BMW* is expecting a nine- 
per-cent rise in output this year. * 

“Given a 12-per-cent decline* 
on the world market, we can be 
proud of this result.” said a BMW 
spokesman. 

Two major factors contributed 
ro a decline of the industry in the 
1950s — a shift to cars and com- 
petition from Honda. Suzuki. 
.Yamaha and Kawasaki, the four 
big Japanese makers. 

The father of the motorcycle 
would probably not have been 


particularly concerned. Daimler, 
who never rode a motorbike him- 
self, did not think too much of his 
invention. 

At the time, his compatriots 
also made fun of the creaking, sti- 
nking vehicles, and it was rum- 
oured that drivers could explode if 
they opened their mouths when 
driving at great speed. 

The Germans nevertheless sta- 
rted large-scale production well 
before World War One. while 
abroad famous firms emerged like, 
Douglas and Triumph in Britain 
and Harley Davidson in the U.S.. 
the oldest motorcycle firm still in 
production. 

In the Inter- war years, mot- 
orcycles still outnumbered cars 
and after 1945 the industry rea- 
ched new peaks. In 1955. a record 
2.2 million machines were on the 
roads in West Germany alone. 

The boom did not last long, 
however, and ironically it was gre- 
ater prosperity which dealt the 
motorcycle industry an almost let- 
hal blow. People who had dep- 
j ended on two-wheeled transport 
gradually found they could afford 
cars. By 1962. the number of 


motorbikes in West Germany 
dipped below one million. 

The social role of the mot- 


orcycle changed. Originally a 
means of mass transport for the 
working class, it became chiefly a 
plaything for youngsters seeking 
the thrill of speed. 

The Japanese, whose products 
were in any case cheaper than 
those of their West German com- 
petitors. were quicker to realise 
the shift in the market and adjust 
their sales strategy. 

As the Japanese firms rem- 
. orselessly tightened their grip on 
the market, most West German 
firms were forced out of business. 

In the late 1970s. demand 
began to rise again, though mostly 
to the benefit of the second-hand 
market and not the producers. 

After long years of decline, 
however, the cycle and motorcycle 
industry association sees a gli- 
mmer of hope. 


“In this centenary year, the 
total number of motorcycles in 
West Germany will exceed the 
one- million figure for the first 
time since 1961.” spokesman 
Heinrich Keim told Reuiera. 
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What do Beirutis do near the ‘green line’?

BEIRUT — On a hot summer day 
near Beirut's “green line” bat- 
tlefront. a bronzed youth belly- 
flops into a sparkling swimming 
pool. Bejewelled, bikini-clad 
women perfect deep tans. Bus- 
inessmen gossip over bac- 
kgammon boards. 

Lebanon's sun-blessed climate 
is one of the few things not des- 
troyed in 10 years of war. and a 
small band of regulars at Sl Geo- 
rge’s Motor Yacht Club in 
mainly-Muslim west Beirut con- 
tinue to make the most of it. 

“Despite the stupid things peo- 
ple do to Lebanon, they can't take 
away the weather, the mountains, 
the sun. the sea. the snow in win-' 
ter.” a hotelier said. 

On quiet days, the beach clubs 
offer glimpses of Beirut’s vanished 
heyday as a Mediterranean pla- 
yground. 

At the St. George’s, the sun- 
worshippers seldom flinch at the 
sniper’s shots that crack out occ- 


asionally from the Christian- 
« Muslim battle line 500 metres 
(yards) away. 

“We are all fatalists.” said 
bikini-dad Sarnia. “We come here 
on Sundays, have a bottle of cog- 
nac and then water ski all aft- 
ernoon. It’s a pleasant way of fil-- 
ling the day." 

When gunfire came closer and 
bullets spattered nearby buildings, 
some people moved indoors, but 
one elderly couple just hunched 
down in their deckchairs and a 
swimmer stayed in the pool. 

“For my customers this place is 
home.” said yacht club owner 
Michel Nader. 62. “We have had 
50 or 60 people coming even when 
they're bombing and shooting 
over us the entire time.” 

A dub employee was killed last 
month when a shell hit the ent- 
rance. “I have really lost count of . 
the number of times we have been 
hit.” said Nader. “We have bec- 
ome hardened to it” 

Beirutis emerge in their tho- 
usands every weekend to swim at 
one of a dozen battered beach 


clubs still in business in west Bei- 
rut or at modem apartment com- 
plexes on the Giristian-held coast 
to the north. 

During the 1975-76 fighting 
wealthy Giristians abandoned the 
most fashionable beaches in west 
Beirut and built apartments fur- 
ther up the coast as combination 
bomb shelters and sports clubs. 

“If your apartment in Ash- 
rafiyeh (a Christian area) was she- 
lled. you moved to your shelter in 
Jounieb .” said the hotelier, a Chr- 
istian who preferred not be 
named. 

"In times of peace, builders of 
these new complexes would have 
trouble finding buyers. Then fig- 
hting would start again and people 
would start buying again.” he said. 

In the anarchy of west Beirut, 
bathers run the double risk of sni- 
ping from their own area as well 
from the Christian east. 

A carload of men sprayed a west 
Beirut public beach with gunfire in 
July, killing at least one man and 
wounding 10 people in an app- 
arently motiveless attack. 


Hie shooting cleared the beach, 
where Muslim women swathed in 
chadors swelter every weekend 
beside bikini-clad girls, but a few 
days later it was packed again. 

West Beirut beaches sometimes 
come under fire from snipers in 
waterfront buildings. Such attacks 
this summer have killed. and wou- 
nded bathers at a student beach. 


But beach life is seldom more 
bizarre than at the St. George’s. A 
poster of Iranian religious leader 
Ayatollah Khomeini gazes sternly 
down at half-naked sun-baked 
' bodies from a barricade erected by 
Muslim fundamentalist mil- 
itiamen 100 metres (yards) away. 

“My neighbours are very kind 
and we have no trouble.” said 
Nader, referring to the mil- 
itiamen. 


The club sits beside the 10- 
year-old ruins of the legndary St.

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S. Africa turns to Switzerland in search for financial aid 


ZURICH (R) — South Africa’s 
top banker takes his plea for fin- 
ancial assistance to Switzerland 
next week, where traditionally 
sympathetic banks face a dilemma 
over helping their good but con- 
troversial customer. 

Banking sources said Saturday 
that South African Reserve Bank 
Governor Gerhard De Kock 
would meet officials of at least two 
of Switzerland's biggest banks on 
Monday for what have been billed 
as exchanges of information. 

But the Swiss central bank has 
indicated what some bankers see 


as a wish for greater reserve in 
financial relations with South Afr- 
ica in the face of racial unrest and 
the Pretoria government’s adh- 
erence to apartheid. 

Mr. Hans Meyer, an official of 
the Swiss National Bank, said in a 
television interview: “1 would 
have great understanding if Swiss 
banks would be more cautious 
towards South Africa.” 

Mr. De Kock has already visited 
the United States. Britain and 
West Germany in an attempt, to 
shore up his riot-torn country’s 
battered finances. 


South Africa last weekend cal- 
led a four-month halt to foreign 
capital repayments, effectively 
freezing a large part of its $22 bil- 
lion of debt. 

Banking sources said Mr. De 
Kock. looking for sofneone of int- 
ernational standing to help neg- 
otiate a debt rescheduling, pro- 
bably hoped for a sympathetic 
hearing in Switzerland after cool 
responses in other Financial cen- 
tres. 

The banker’s exact movements 
are being kept secret, but a spo- 
kesman for Credit Suisse, the cou- 


ntry’s third largest bank, said he 
would meet its management on 
Monday morning. 

Mr. De Kock has denied pla- 
nning to visit die Bank for Int- 
ernational Settlements (BIS) in 
Basle on Monday, but banking 
sources see a distinct possibility 
that he will use a monthly gat- 
hering of central bankers at BIS to 
appeal for understanding for the 
freezing of South Africa's dehL 

In ftankfiirt. where Mr. De 
Kock Friday pleaded with West 
German banks not to exacerbate 
hs country’s problems by wit- 


hdrawing credit lines, the South 
African consulate declined to 
comment on his inunerary. Ban- 
king sources in the city said the 
banker might travel to Zurich Sat- 
urday. 

Mr. De Kock told journalists 
Friday he was not actively looking 
for new loans at this point, jsui a 
way of stretching out repayments. 

South Africa has $12 billion of 
debt falling due within one year 
and a decision by some U-S. com- 
mercial banks to demand imm- 
ediate repayment of a part of that 
sparked the crisis which led to u 


temporary closure of financial 
markets and the eventual ann- 
ouncement of the debt mor- 
atorium. 

South- Africa has been a good 
customer of long standing with 
Swiss banks. Ties between the two 
countries are particularly close, 
given Swiss banks’ central role in 

During 1984 Swiss hanks exp- 
anded their lending to South Afr- 
ica by 600 million Swiss francs 
(now worth $250 million) to a 
total of 4.5 bOlion francs ($ 1 .9 bil- 
lion).

NEW YORK (Agencies) — The dollar scored a solid 
gain Friday for the second day in a row, bolstered by 
a surprisingly strong improvement in une- 
mployment figures which painted a bright outlook 
for the U.S. economy.

Reports of Saudi price 
move shock oil market 

NEW YORK ( R) — Unconfirmed reports that Saudi Arabia plans to 
sell its oil at free-raarket- related prices have sent shivers through the 
oil world, which fears ii could trigger off a sharp decline in all crude 
prices. 

Prices have already fallen cm the European spot market and New 
York futures exchange last week as reports have emerged that Saudi 
Arabia may be close to completing agreements with at least two 
partners of the Arabian- American Oil Company ( A ramco), the kin- 
gdom’s historic oil production partner. 

Oil analysts here say these “netback” agreements, under which 
crude is priced in line with the free-market price of refined products, 
appeared to he the first step in a bold new strategy that will place 
Saudi national interests ahead of the demands of OPEC (Org- 
anisation of Petroleum Exporting Countries). 

Oil dealers in the Far East said Friday this would lead to drastic 
cuts in other Middle East crude prices and a possible collapse of the 
products market, while Saudi crude itself could fall more than $3 a 
barrel helow its $28 official price. 

Crude prices on the New York futures market fell up to 59 cents a 
bane! Thursday while European spot prices were weak again Friday 
after falls of up to 30 cents Thursday. Saudi Arab light crude was 
quoted at around $27.65.

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’ An unexpected drop in August 
unemployment to seven per cent 
from the 7.3 per cent rate of the 
previous three months pushed the 
dollar to a high of 2.94 marks. 

The U.S. currency fell back to 
the 2.92-mark urea on rumours of 
Bundeshtink intervention but Mill 
closed four pfennigs ahead on the 
day at 2.9230 marks. 

“Dollar psychology should be 
gpod for the next couple of 
weeks.” one dealer said, adding 
the dollar should remain strong 
amid forecasts that upcoming U.S. 
economic data would show ren- 
ewed growth. 

“The do! Up might make a dec- 
ent run at three marks.” the dealci 
added. 

However, analysis pointed out 
that the dollar finished in the mid- 
dle of the Jay’s wide range. Some 
argued that thin trading con- 
ditions exaggerated the upturn. 

The August unemployment 
numbers, combined with Thu- 
rsday’s huge 7 1 per cent rise in late 
August air sales, prompted sev- 
eral economists to raise theii for- 
ecasts for such key indicators as 
August retail sales and the flash 
estimate for ihird-quartei gioss 
national product (GNP) growth. 

Retail sales are now forecast to 
rise by two per cent and eco- 
nomists are projecting growth ol 
three per cent for the GNP flash 
estimate, dealers noted. 

The dollar closed near the day’s 
low against the yen. largely bec- 
ause of rumour* that a Japanese 
business newspaper would repot I 
soon that Prime Minister Yas- 
uhiro Nakasonc had asked the fin- 
ance ministry to explore ways to 
icducc capital outflows from 
Japan. ’Die ministry was una- 
vailable foi comment. 

Some dealers said they doubted 
Japan would place restrictions tin 
capital outflows, especially in light 
of pro lection Lst legislation liefote 
the U.S. Congress. 

The dollar closed at 242. 1 Oyen. 
up from 240.85 Thursday. 

■ Sterling slipped three cents to 
$ 1 .3280 from $ 1 .3590. The diillat 
rose to 2.4090 Swiss francs from 
2.3720 and eased to 1 .3695 Can- 
adian dollais from IhursUay’s 
1 .3702. 

The South African rand fell to 
38.25 U.S. cents fiom 39.75 Thu- 
isday. 

Many still doubled the cou- 
ntry’s newly- ini induced iwiMici 
currency would significantly stem 
capital outflows.

erventions against the dollar since 
foreign exchange rates began flo- 
ating in 1973. the Federal Reset ve 
Bank of New York said Friday. 

The Uisdosuic was made in the 
U.S. central hank’s semiannual 
report to Congress on iLs foreign 
exchange operations and provided 
the govern mem’s first con- 
firmation of the size of the joint 
intervention that helped halt the 
dollar’s tecord-breaking rise last 
winter 

The U.S. share of the operation, 
as previously disclosed, was $659. 
million over the five- week period. 
Thai was the largest U.S. int- 
ervention since early 1 98 i . during 
the lieginning months of the adm- 
inistration of President Ronald 
Reagan. 

In February- March 1981. the 
United States bought the equ- 
ivalent of $778.4 millkm in West 
German marks when the dollai 
was rising sharply in volatile tra- 
ding and latci solJ the equivalent 
of $74.4 million in marks to sup- 
pot l the dollai and calm markets 
aflci an unsuccessful assassination 
ai tempt against Mi. Reagan on- 
March 30. 

In the late 1970s. U.S. int- 
ervention was substantially hig- 
hei. 

When central bankets intervene 
against IhedoJIai. they sell dollars 
and buy oihci cuncncics. 

The sudden fkxid of dollais on 
the market, combined with inc- 
reased demand foi oihci cut 
jeneies and the psychological 
impact when it becomes cleat that 
central bank action is being lau- 
nched against a specific cuneney 
.usually is enough to hall a pre- 
cipitous rise by the dollai. 

Analysts have said, howevei . 
that intervention atone usually is 
not enough to icveisc the tout sc 
of a currency.- 

Undei the Reagan ad|n- 
in isi rat ion. intervention has been 
limited to countering disorder* in 
foreign exchange inaikeis. 

Disordetly conditions have 
nevet Ixxn precisely defined, giv- 
ing the Federal Reserve and the 
licasuiy some leeway in their ope- 
rations. 

In addition, ai a January fin- 
ancial summit of officials from (he 
United States. Japan. West Gci- 
inany. Britain and France, the 
United States agreed to inictvcnc 
with others when it is “helpful.” 

Allied nations had complained 
that lhe suigc in the dollar since 
1980 drained investment capital 
from theii economics as invcstois 
sought the at It active icluins and 
lelalivc safety of dollai- dom- 
inated holdings.

Soviets doubt Reagan’s 


role as peacemaker 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP)— The Soviet Union’s chief 
expert on the United States said Friday that pro- 
spects for an arms control agreement between the 
superpowers are not good. 


Georgy A. Arbatov, head of the 
Institute of the USA and Canada, 
also said the United States has 
been escalating the arms race in 
the hopes of ruining the Soviet 
economy, but “on tfae way to rui- 
ning our economy, they are very 
successfully ruining the American 
economy." 

Mr. Arbatov said he would tell 
Soviet leader Mikhail S. Gor- 
bachev. if asked, that he doubts 
President Ronald Reagan hopes 
to achieve an arms control pact. 

“I would tell him absolutely 
honestly that (Reagan's) policy is 
very adverse to arms control and 
peace." Mr. Arbatov said in an 
interview during a break from 
unofficial talks sponsored by the 
institute for polity studies in Was- 
hington and the Soviet Academy 
of Sciences. 

“I can’t imagine that (Reagan) 
wants to go into history as a pea- 


cemaker!" Mr. Arbatov said. “He 
has called the MX 1 missile a pea- 
cekeeper and there is a gun called - 
the peacekeeper. Maybe he thinks 
the best contribution he can do is 
to come across with ‘Star Wars,’ 
which will ruin everything. 

“Or maybe he can come to ano- 
ther conclusion and there has been 
mutual understanding of this pro- 
blem of arms reduction." he said. 
"This is a question for me. I sus- 
pect this is also a question for Mr. 
Gorbachev/' 

Mr. Arbatov said Mr. Gor- 
bachev was sincere when he said 
his prio rites were economic and 
social development in die Soviet 
Union accompanied by world, 
peace. 

Regarding Mr. Reagan's Str- 
ategic Defence Initiative (SDI) 
plan. or“Star Wars." Mr. Arbatov 
said Mr. Gorbachev would agree 
to “fundamental, basic, the- 


oretical research.” 

"But wbat goes out of the lab- 
oratory and comes to testing, to 
mockups, this should be banned, 
because this is already the creation 
of new weapons, not simply an 
intellectual endeavour to find out 
what your opponent or you can 
do." he said. 

“It doesn’t look optimistic" that 
the leaders will achieve an aims 
pact said Mr. Arbatov. 

Die ants race is undermining 
both superpowers' economies, he 
said. 

Damaging the Soviet economy 
“is undoubtedly one of the goals 
of this administration." 


Die Soviet Union, he said, is 
“less healthy" economically than 
the United States, “but we can 
tolerate more. So this hope that 
they can ruin us economically is a 
complete illusion. It can cost us a 
lot, which we would prefer to 
avoid, but it will cost Americans 
even more." 

Mr. Reagan and Mr. Gorbachev 
are scheduled to meet in Geneva 
in November. 


Mulroney appears losing popularity 


OTTAWA (R) — Canadian 
Prime Minister Brian Mulroney 
was asked to compare his feelings 
on Sept 4. the day his fourth child 
was bom. with those on his lan- 
dslide election victory exactly a 
year earlier. 

“Nothing beats this." be rep-_ 
lied. “It's the ultimate in mir-‘ 
acles." 

Mulroney’s Progressive Con- 
servatives won the biggest par- 
liamentaiy majority in Canadian 
history, but reviews on their fiist 
anniversary in office have been 
less than flattering. 

The government that swept to 
power on a promise of change and 
economic rebirth has been acc- 
used of lacking in courage and Mr. 
Mulroney himself of wavering in 
die face of difficult decisions. 

Conservative member of Par- 
liament John McDennid. asked to 
sum up the views of his Toronto- 
area constituents, said: “The big- 


gest theme is you have a large 
mandate for change and you 
haven't been tough enough." 

This was typical of responses 
from a dozen MPs questioned by 
Reuters on the eve of parliament's 
resumption after a 10-week sum- 
mer recess. 

The Conservatives won 21 1 of 
the 282 seats in the House of 
Commons, their biggest margin 
over the Liberals since John Die- 
fenbakef s 1958 sweep. 

A year later, a Gallup 'poll 
shows support for Mr. Mulroney’ s 
government has fallen to 40 per 
cent from 60 per cent last Oct- 
ober. shortly after the election. 

Even the Conservatives' bus- 
iness allies have expressed dis- 
ppointment with the government, 
mainly because of higher taxes 
and reluctance to cut government 
spending and reduce the record 
federal deficit 

Mr. Mulroney aides concede 


they are on the defensive but say a 
series of decisions this autumn will 
persuade Canadians that the gov- 
ernment is in charge. 

Among these will be a new 
trade pact with the United States, 
which buys three-quarters of Can- 
ada’s exports. 

At stake is how Canada can gain 
easier access to the huge U.S. 
market while keeping its eco- 
nomic and cultural independence. 

Mr. Mulroney has hinted str- 
ongly that Ottawa may reject par- 
ticipation in President Reagan's 
Strategic Defence Initiative 
(SDI). 

Unemployment is still above 10 
per cent and MPs say Canadians 
remain worried about day-to-day 
economic issues. 

“The economy is the concern of 
the greatest number of people,” 
said opposition Liberal member 
Sheila Copps. who represents an 
industrial Ontario constituency. 


Bhutto develops eye trouble 


KARACHI (R) — Pakistan’s mil- 
itary government will let Benazir 
Bhutto, now under house arrest 
see a doctor her choice for an eye 
ailment, family members said Sat- 
urday. 

The daughter of the executed 
Prime Minister Zulfikar Ali Bhu- 
tto was likely to be examined at 
her home, where she has been 
under house arrest since Aug. 29. 

She was arrested a week after 
she returned from self-exile in 
Europe to bring the body of her 
bm^er Shahnawaz. 26. back for 
bur in their home town of Lar- 
kana. 320 kilometres north of 
here. 

Ms. Bhutto, acting chairwoman 
of her fathers banned Pakistan 
People's Party (PPP). has not 
.completely recovered from an ear 
ailment treated in London after 
she left Pakistan in January 1984 
after 34 months in detention, her 
family said. 

Her mother Nusrat is under tre- 
atment in Europe for suspected 


cancer. 

After drawing crowds of up to 
75.000 at Larkana on her return 
from 19 months of self-exile. Ms. 
Bhutto later went to Karachi in 
southern Pakistan to meet party 
leaders and workers. 


Before her- arrival, the gov- 
ernment arrested more than a 
dozen political activists and ban- 
ned the entry of some others to her 
home province of Sind. 

Security has since been str- 
engthened around the Bhutto 
home where about two dozen pol- 
icemen block access roads and 
keep onlookers away from the 
walled compound. 

Her father was deposed by Gen. 
Mohammad Zia-Ul-Haq in 1977 
and was later hanged. 

The Oxford-educated 31- 
y ear-old Ms. Bhutto told new- 
smen on her arrival that she wan- 
ted to return to Europe to com- 
plete her ear treatment and obtain 
her brother's autopsy report.

hearts or diamonds. And today they 
probably would get there un- 
disturbed. 

"But after East opened the bid- 
ding with one heart, my hero inter- 
posed with a psychic bid ol one 
spade. Not unnaturally. West ex- 
pressed grave doubts about 
whether that contract could be 
made. South had intended rescuing 
into clubs eventually, but he saw no 
harm in having some fun along the 
way, so tried one no trump. West 
showed no more respect for that 
contract than he did for one spade, 
but now North got into tfae act.

So when West 
once more upped tbe ante. South 
decided to stick it out in two spades 
doubled. 

“West thought that it might be a 
good idea to draw trumps to 
eliminate declarer's rutting ability, 
so he cashed his three trump win- 
opts. He was rather surprised to 
And that his partner contributed 
the J-10-9 to these tricks — he had 
hoped to get a suit preference 
signal from East.

Afghan rebels 
hold positions 
as Soviets 
reportedly 
withdraw 


ISLAMABAD. Pakistan ( AP) — 
Anti-government guerrillas in 
eastern Afghanistan appeared to 
be holding their positions, sources 
said, while Soviet troops were {wi- 
ling bade after a week of heavy 
fighting. 

The Afghan Information Cen- 
tre, an independent group that 
monitors events inside Afg- 
hanistan, reported the pullback, 
but said die extent of the wit- 
hdrawal was undear. 

The centre’s director. Sayed 
Majrooh, attributed the dev- 
elopment to the added strength of 
the rebel forces as guerrilla rei- 
nforcements returned to Afg- 
hanistan from Pakistan, where 
they had been veiling their fam- 
ilies. 

The Soviet attack had been 
timed to coincide with the Muslim 
holy day. when many rebels went 
to be vtith their relatives in refugee 
camps in Pakistan. 

“Many Mujahedeen (gue- 
rrillas) have gone back now and 
this is making a difference." he 
said. 

Die Soviets undertook the off- 
ensive to cut guerrilla-supply lines 
used to bring weapons in from 
Pakistan. The fighting came to 
within 1 and % miles (2.4 kil- 
ometres) of the Pakistan border, 
and losses on both sides rep- 
ortedly have been heavy. 

An estimated 10.000 to 15.000 
Soviet troops backed by scores of 
tanks and armoured personnel 
carriers were engaged in the ass- 
ault. Guerrilla commanders, spe- 
aking on condition of anonymity, 
said Friday that the Soviet forces 
had inflicted heavy damage, but so 
had the ’guerrillas. _ 

Die National Islamic Front of 
Afghanistan, one of die mam gue- 
rrilla groups, claimed in a sta- 
tement Friday that its forces had 
destroyed as many as 45 enemy 
tanks, armoured personnel car- 
nets and trucks in the Paktia fig- 
hting. 

The claim was impossible to ver- 
ify, as is most information from 
Afghanistan, because tfae gov- 
ernment bars Western reporters. 

The National Front also cla- 
imed it had killed 107 Soviet and 
Afghan government soldiers. 
Guerrilla groups acknowledge 
they also lost scores of men. 

Die Islamic guerrillas are fig- 
hting to oust Afghanistan’s Com- 
munist government, which came 
to power in 1979 with Soviet help 
and is backed by an estimated 
115.000 occupying Soviet sol- 
diers.

Mozambique, 
Zimbabwe 
destroy 
rebel H j 


MAPUTO (R) — Combined 
Mozambican and Zimbabwean 
troops have destroyed the hea- 
dquarters of the rebel Moz- 
ambique National Resistance 
(MNR) in central Sofala province, 
tfae official news agency AIM rep- 
orted Saturday. 

Die MNR base, in the foothills 
of Gororigosa Mountain, was 
over-run on Aug. 28 in afive-bour 
attack by airborne soldiers and 
paratroopers, the Mozambican 
agency said. 

It said rebel casualty figures 
were not yet available but that 
many had been killed. Rebel chi- 
efs. including MNR leader Afooso 
Dhlakama, abandone the camp 
leaving behind transmitters wea- 
pons. ammunition and medical 
supplies. 

AIM said the MNR guerrillas, 
who have fought President Sam- 
ora Madid's government since 
Mozambique’s independence 
from Portugal in 1975. had man- 
aged to destroy their main radio 
command post and an “enormous 
amount” of stolen money. 

It said Mr. Machel. who visited 
the destroyed camp had told local 
journalists at tbe scene: “We have 
broken the back of the snake, but 
the tail will still wag for a while. 
Now we are pursuing the head of 
the snake." 

The AIM report was the first 
official confirmation that some 
3,000 Zimbabwean troops, bro- 
ught to Mozambique to guard a 
vital oil pipeline supplying their 
country from the Indian Ocean 
port of Beira. have assumed a 
combat role against Mozambican 
rebels. 


About 160.000 starving people 
have fled from unrest tn Moz- 


ambique to South Africa, a church 
organisation said Friday and app- 
ealed for international aid to help 
them. 

In its statement, the South Afr- 
ican Council of Churches (SACCj 
said it had sent a message to the 
United Nations High Com- 
missioner for Refugees calling for 
help. 

“To date over 160.000 terrified 
and starving refugees of the bitter 
civil war in Mozambique are hid- 
ing in makeshift bush camps in 
South Africa, under extreme unh- 
ealthy conditions and desperately 
trying to avoid repatriation to war- 
tom Mozambique.’' said the mes- 
sage. 


Zimbabwe to host next 
Non-Aligned summit 


LUANDA. Angola (AP) — For- 
eign ministers of the Non-Aligned 
Movement have chose Zimbabwe 
to host next year’s summit, which 
will make Prime Minister Robert 
Mugabe chairman of the mov- 
ement for the following three 
years. 

The nearly 100 ministers in att- 
endance selected Zimbabwe over 
Yugoslavia, a founding member of 
the movement in 1961 . after three 
days of deliberations, meeting 
spokesman Paulino Pinto Joao 
told reporters. 

Zimbabwe’s prime minister will 
be chairman from the Harare- 
summit until the next one in 1989. 

Before the Friday session. Prato 
Joao said tfae conference had agr- 
eed that the U.S. policy of con- 
structive engagement m South 
Africa “had proved a failure, that 
recent events have shown apa- 
rtheid is not open to change and 
must be totally eliminated. 

More than 650 people have 


been killed in South Africa, nearly 
all of (hem black, in a year of mob 
violence and protest against 
white-minority rule. 

Constructive engagement is the 
Reagan administration policy of 
opposing economic sanctions aga- 
inst South Africa while enc- 
ouraging the government to dis- 
mantle die apartheid race policy 
that guarantees privileges to die 5 
million whites and denies rights to 
the 24 million blacks. 

Pinto Joao said the ministers 
agreed to include in their final sta- 
tement an affirmation of the right 
to independence of the people of 
New Caledonia, the French Pac- 
ific territory for which France has 
put fortii a proposal of limited 
autonomy. 

On economic issues, he said, 
there was agreement that a det- 
erioration of international trade 
and rising debt in the Third 
World" are bringing incalculable 
consequences." 


Greek 

captain 

admits 

casting 

stowaways 

overboard 


PIRAEUS, Greece (AP) — A 
Greek freighter cap tarn admitted 
in court Friday that he forced 1 1 
African stowaways at gunpoint 
into shark-infested waters in the 
I mam Ocean because he thought 
they represented “a danger to the 
crew.” 

Captain Antonis Ply- 
tzanopouios. said he thought the 
stowaways would survive because 
they wore life jackets and “sharks 
don’t eat blacks." 

The 44-year-old captain, cha- 
rged with infli cting grievous bod- 
fly harm and endangering lives, 
broke-info tears as he began five 
hours of testimony. 

“After I had done it. I got sca- 
red. I have a dean record. I’m a 
good professional, and I don’t 
want my kids to be ashamed of 
their father." he told the seven- 
m ember criminal court. 

Another 10 crew members from 
the 14,309-ton freighter Garifalia 
face tiie same charges. The case 
came to light when four of the 
25-member crew confessed to 
port authorities after the ship ret- 
urned to Greece in May 1984. two 
months after die stowaways were 
forced overboard. 


The ship’s log made no ref- 
erence to foe incident. 

“I didn’t want to mention it 
because I thought questions would 
be asked. I never thought foe crew 
would say anything. If they tho- 
ught I was wrong, why didn’t they 
stop me,” foe captain said. 

Hytzanopoulos admitted that 
he beat three stowaways with a 
hull-scraper and a broom before 
forcing them and eight others ove- 
rboard at gunpoint as tfae ship ste- 
amed four miles (6.4 kilometres) 
off foe Somalian coast.

Guatemalan military breaks up protests 


GUATEMALA CITY (R) — 
Guatemalan troops backed by 
tanks and helicopters dispersed 
hundreds of rock-throwing dem- 
onstrators as protests against cost 
of living increases entered their 
second week, police and witnesses 
said. 

Police Chief' Jose Felix Arr- 
evelo said many people were arr- 
ested and some security force 
members wounded Friday before 
troops fired teargas to break up 


foe protest in foe city centre. 

Head of State Gen. Oscar Mejia 
Victores. faring foe worst crisis of 
his two years in office, met mil- 
itary commanders and leaders of 
foe constituent assembly to dis- 
cuss foe protests, triggered last 
week by a 50 per cent rise in bus 
fares. 

Protests have continued despite 
the repeal of the fare rises and a 
pledge by Gen. Mejia Victores to 
freeze basic food prices and raise 


mminuun wages. 

Assembly 'members said the 
bead of state had told them he 
wanted to ensure that elections to 
return the country to civilian rale 
would be held as planned on 
Nov .3.

Army rings slums as Chile warns of tougher action

“Those surprised ... committing 
crimes such as vandalism. looting, 
sabotage and terrorist acts in gen- 
eral. who seriously endanger life 
and personal security, private and 
public property, will expose the- 
mselves to all foe consequences 
from their actions, outside the 
laws in force, which the authorities 
will be obliged to adopt.” 

The opposition Democratic All- 
iance. pressing for a return to. 
democracy after 12 years of mil- 
itary rule under President Aug- 
uste Pinochet, blamed the gov- 
ernment for some of the violence. 

“While it is true that some vio- 


lent groups committed abuses, 
once again it is the repressive for- 
ces of the government which are 
seen acting with violence and fir- 
ing on civilians.” it said in a sta- 
tement 

Interior Minister Ricardo Gar- 
cia denied the opposition charges 
at a news conference and said sec- 
urity forces had acted with res- 
traint He added that the violence 
and looting were foe work of 
Communists and their allies. 

Leftist groups outside the All- 
iance had called for street dem- 
onstrations this week, saying poor 
people had a right to defend and 
feed themselves.

beauty pageant, a news agency 
said Saturday. Mayor Wes- 
trimundo Tabayoyong of Laoac. 
168 kilometres north west of Man- 
ila. was pronounced dead on arr- 
ival at a hospital shortly after the 
shooting late Friday night, the Phi- 
lippine News Agency reported. 
Hundreds of people witnessed foe 
shooting. Doctors said the single 
bnllet that entered foe mayor’s 
body pierced his heart The news 
agency said police have not est- 
ablished foe motive of foe killing 
and foe unidentified gunman esc- 
aped in the confusion. 


Villagers slaughter 
beached whales 


JAKARTA (R) — Villagers on 
“Bali slaughtered a school of bea- 
ched whales, swarming over them 
-with knives after a trader offered 
seven dollars for eatfo flensed 
whale, foe official Antara News 
Agency said Saturday. Security 
guards were unable to stop res- 
idents cf Selabih. 50 kilometres 
west of foe island capital of Den- 
pasar. Amara said. About85wfaa- 
les were wafoed ashore on Wed- 
nesday. Some of them had already 
died and had been buried but oth- 
ers were still alive when they were 
hacked to pieces, the news agency 
said. The agency said not a whale 
was roared. Only bones and offal 
were left cm the beach by late Thu- 
rsday afternoon. 


Bears invade 
Minnesota towns 


MINNEAPOLIS (AP) — Black 
bears, driven by a shortage of nat- 
ural food, are invading Min- 
nesota’s towns in unusual num- 
bers this summer, and people are 
responding in various ways, inc- 
luding feeding them and killing 
them Officials have received tho- 
usands of bear com plain ts, as 
many as 60 a day in Duluth. The 
complaints include bears coining 
into towns and resort areas, bears 
tearing up crops, lawns and gar- 
dens, bears pawing at doors or sle- 
eping in neighbourhood trees, 
bears rooting around. in garbage 
and beats pulling limbs from apple 
trees. There is debate whether 
bears are dangerous. Since 1906. 
there have been 38 reports of unp- 
rovoked attacks by black bears m 
foe United States, 18 of them 
fatal, according to federal wildlife 
biologist Lynn Rogers. Most att- 
acks are defensive actions by cor- 
nered bears, he said. There have 
been no. reports of bears attacking 
or injuring anyone this summer in 
Minnesota, according to police 
and foe state Department of Nat- 
ural Resources. But nonetheless, 
says Rogers, about 400 bears have 
been the victims of unwarranted 
shootings this year. And tha t was 
before bear hunting season ope- 
ned Sunday. 


Diamond named after 
Samantha Smith 


MOSCOW (R) — A Siberian 
diamond of rare beauty has been 
named for foe late Samantha 
Smith, foe American schoolgirl 
invited to Moscow in 1983 aner 
writing to foe Kr emlin about her 
fears of war, TASS news agency 
said Saturday. Factory workers at 
foe Soviet Union’s main diamond 
mini n g centre at Mirny, eastern 
Siberia, decided to c ommemo rate 
Samantha after her death in a 
plane crash last month at age 13. 
TASS described foe gem as “A 
jewellery diamond of rare beauty 
... pure and transparent”. Itwfl] be 
added to the Kretnlm’s diamond 
collection. Samanta and her fam- 
ily had received a red carpet Wel- 
come in Moscow afterfoe wrote to 
teU Yuri Andropov of her w ish for 
peace between foe superpowers.
